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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Onogi does not estimate 
liquid pressure using wheel acceleration. The examiner disagrees. Wheel acceleration is used to calculate Py as admitted by applicant, 
Py is calculated in a manner similar to Pbdef in the instant application. It is called a target value but it is an estimate that is corrected just 
like in the instant application. Even assuming that Py is a target value and Px is the only estimate, Py is used to calcuate Px and 
therefore, wheel acceleration is used to determine Px. 
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
